Imposition of conscription for overseas service today be- 
came a military decision, free from the political implications 
attached to it for more than a score of years and in two wars. 


By their majority “yes” vote in yesterday’s manpower 
plebiscite Canada’s civilian voters wiped the slate clean of 
all political promises, pledges and commitments restrict- 
ing the free exercise of the judgment of the government 
and parliament on methods of raising men for the Cana- 
dian armed forces anywhere in the world. 


When all the votes are counted the total may set a new 
record, exceeding all previous records of voting at Canadian 
general elections. The plebiscite-itself was unprecedented,

“Are you in favor of releasing the government from 
any obligation arising ‘out of any past commitments re- 
stricting the methods of raising men for military service?” 


With conscription for service in Canada already in ef- 
fect the one remaining commitment to be removed by the 
plebiscite was Prime Minister Mackenzie King’s pre-election 
promise, concurred in securing men for service outside Can- 
ada and Canadian territorial waters.

OTTAWA, April 28. — (CP)— 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
late Monday night issued the fol- 
lowing statement to the press on 
the plebiscite: 

“From the returns thus far re- 
ceived, it would appear that eight 
out of the nine provinces of Canada 
had given an affirmative majority 
in the plebiscite, 

“Viewing the country as a whole, 
it will not be possible to say, until 
all the returns are in. how large 
relatively to the negative, the af- 
firmative vote will be. There can 
be no doubt, however, as to the 
significance of the vote. 


MAJORITY RULES 


“The result is a national ex- 
pression of view on a national issue. 
It should be so viewed in all its 
aspects. In all of the provinces, 
affirmative and negative votes have 
been cast, The vote was taken in 
a democratic fashion, and it will be 
recognized throughout the country 
that, in a democracy, the will of the 
majority prevails. 

“The government asked that its 
hands should be free at a time of 
war. The people have expressed 
the view that the government is 
to be free and parliament to be 
free to discuss and decide each

Soviets Gain 
Control Over 
North Front 


LONDON, April 28. — (CP) — 
The Russians appeared to have 
won control of the entire region 
around Lake Ilmen today except 
for German pockets at Novgorod 
and Staraya Russa, by capturing 
Borok, key rail town on the 
northwestern front. 

The Moscow radio announced the 
victory at Borok, confirming ear- 
lier Stockholm reports, and military 
experts here said the advance 
flanked the German positions north 
and south of the big lake, 120 miles 
below Leningrad. They said Ger- 
man communications to the rear 
also were threatened, 

Borok is on the railway from 
Novgorod to Staraya Russa, where 
the German 16th army had long 
been reported trapped. This rail- 
way skirts the westein shore of 
Lake Ilmen. 

German efforts to hammer a 
wedge into Russian lines on the 
Smolensk front some 200 miles west 
of Moscow were repulsed with 1,000 
Nazi casualties, the Soviet com- 
munique said. 

The Germans were using strong 
tank forces in this power drive, the 
Russians said, indicating the ter- 
rain was hardening after weeks of 
slush and mud,

Nearly 73 per cent of Albertans 
who voted in yesterday's man- | 
power plebiscite marked their bal- 
lots “yes"—in favor of releasing 
the Dominion government from 
any obligation arising out of past 
commitments restricting the 
methods of raising men for mili- 
tary service—latest totals in the 
civilian vote showed today, 

Less than 27 per cent, of Al- 
bertans marked “no” on their bal- 
lots but Vegreville riding showed 
a majority of “no” votes and in 
Athabaska the vote was about even, 
In the other 15 ridings the “yes” 
votes were in the lead by margins 
ranging from 9-1 to 3-2

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The “Commitments” Are Cancelled 


The voters of Canada, by a majority 
that leaves no room for quibbling, yester- 
day released their government and parlia- 
ment “from any obligation arising out of 
any past commitments restricting the 
methods of raising men for military ser- 
vice.” 

This the voters were asked to do, this 
they did, and this is all they did. There 
was no political significance in the hold- 
ing of the plebiscite, and none can be at- 
tached to the result. The “commitments” 
applied to members of all parties, and all 
of them are released. They have been given 
a free hand and told to use whatever 
method or methods the _ circumstances 
ri to them to make necessary or advis- 
able. 

Inferences as to what parliament will 
do are aside from the point, and opinions 
as to what it should do were not asked for. 
The effect of the vote is simply to put par- 
liament—and the government which car- 
ries out the will of parliament—in the po- 
sition they would have occupied if the re- 
Strictions had never been assumed. This 
does not invest the members with any new 
responsibility, but gives them the direct 
sanction of the public to discharge a re- 
sponsibility which properly belonged to 
them. 

From every point of view it is fortun- 
ate that the majority was decisive. 
Friend and foe alike know now where 
Canada stands, not by parliamentary in- 
terpretation of the public will, but by di- 
rect and emphatic declaration from the 
voters themselves. 

The plebiscite was not a poll of the 
provinces. The electors voted as citizens 
of Canada and where any of them happen 
to reside has no bearing on the validity of 
the verdict. It is to be supposed the min- 
ority will, as good citizens, accept the de- 
cision of the majority, and that the right 
of parliament to change the method of re- 
cruiting will not be questioned. 

Should a change be made, it cannot be 
charged that the members thereby double- 
cross the public by sanctioning something 
they pledged themselves to not sanction, 
for the pledges have been cancelled. 


Adolf Declares War 


It was not a cheer-up speech nor a pep- 
talk that Herr Hitler delivered to the 
members of the Reichstag on Sunday, but 
an hour-long threat—to them and to every 
person living in Germany. He demanded, 
and was given, unrestrictcd and summary 
power over the life, liberty and property 
of every resident of the Reich. Statutory 
law and civil rights were swept: away by a 
bill which makes the Fuehrer the first and 
last authority. In passing the bill the 
members of the so-called parliament 
signed their own political death warrants, 
for he can unseat any or every member 
of that body. 5 

These vast powers were not sought 
without a reason. In his speech the 
Fuehrer quite plainly disclosed why he de- 
manded them. There was internal trouble, 
and it must be suppressed. Whether the 
new suppression is to be directed particu- 
larly against military officers, industrial 
officials or the general public is not clear. 

There may be a “purge” coming of the 
generals who have been showing lack of 
confidence in the plans of the generalis- 
simo. The arrests of last week suggest 
that the industrial chiefs are in for punish- 
ment because they are not turning out 
enough planes, tanks and guns. Herr 
Goering has been berating the civilians 
generally for finding fault with the heavy 
war losses and the scant food supplies, 
and these may be marked for the lash. 

Against whatever particular group or 
section the Hitler wrath is to turn, the 
Speech left no doubt that severe repressive 
action is to be employed, because it is 
necessary. However the shivering mem- 
bers of the Reichstag may have reacted to 
this proclamation of intensified terrorism, 
it cannot have evoked many cheers out- 
side the chamber. The fewer because there 
was no Sugar-coating on the pill. 

There were no victories to report. 
There was no renewal of the two-year old 
promises of triumph just around the 
corner, There was no talk about “mopping 


up” the Russian army—which was said . 


last fall to be the only rémaining chore on 
the eastern front. Instead, there was 
only a grim declaration that the fighting 
there is to go on, and that next winter the 
railways will be better able to move sup- 
plies than they were last winter.

Canada Does Its Part In Alaska Road 


Highway Difficulties Are’ 


Eased by Assistance of 
Canadians

U.S. Army engineers are build- 
ing the highway to Alaska— 
termed “the biggest undertaking 
since the Panama Canal’—but 
these efficient builders could 
never have started if it had not 
been for long-established Can- 
adian transportation systems, It 
is to the railways and the air- 
lines of Canada that much of the 
credit for eventual completion of 
this great highway will go. 

Co-operating in operations that 
are going on night and day, they 
are providing access to the great, 
isolated northland through which 
the road will pass. 

They are carrying in the men 
and the tools to build the high- 
way. They are using all their re- 
sources, their siaffs and equip- 
ment, They are running extra 
planes and extra trains and their 
almost super-human efforts are 
limited only by the rigid rules of 
safety under which they operate. 

To two corporations in particu- 
lar—Canadian Pacific Air Lines 
and the historic Northern Alberta 
Railways—has fallen the hercu- 
lean 
food, fuel and machines and 
equipment for the construction of 
this 1,600-mile artery of defence. 

Heavy Work 

Co-operating too, are the main 
lines of the Canadian National 
and Canadian Pacific railways, 
Trans-Canada Air Lines and 
much heavy work has been 
undertaken by the newly-opened 
Northwest Airlines service to the

In the night raids, as Royal Air 
Force bombers raided Germany and 
Trondheim, coastal command planes 
damaged a German supply ship off 
the Danish coast and fighter com- 
mand planes attacked airdromes in 
occupied territory. One fighter fail- 
ed to return, 

Hudson bombers made the ship 
attack. 

Docks at Dunkirk on the French 
coast and airdromes over a wide 
area were attacked, and fresh mines 
were Jaid in enemy waters to add 
to the hazard of any attempt of a 
German fleet to break to the open 
sea, 


The air ministry, In its com- 
munique on the night raids, said 
great fires were left burning at 
Cologne and other targets in the 
Rhineland. 


The weather was clear, with a 
clear “bomber’s moon,” and pilots 
were able to see their Rhineland 
targets plainly, the ministry said 

But it added that the effect of 
the raid on Trondheim, which the 
Germans have been anxiously forti- 
fying for months in fear of a British 
invasion attack, might not be known 
for some time. 


FIRES AT ROSTOCK 

Ministry asserted that reconnais- 
sance had established that during 
the four straight night attacks on 
Rostock, the main assembly sheds 
of the great Heinkel airplane works 
and many subsidiary plants had 
been damaged 

Fires were still burning at Ro- 
stock at noon Monday, the ministry 
said. Some of them had been 
started last Thursday night in the 
first of the four devastation raids. 


It was understood that hun- 
dreds of planes had engaged in

Even 
with the necessity of guarding their 
home islands and Pacific communi- 
cations against the United States 
fleet, the Japanese could present a 
constant threat to the Bay of Bengal 
from Singapore. 

Indications of intensified Japanese 
activity off Northern Australia 
come from both Japanese and Al- 
lied sources, Predications that the 
Japanese drive in that direction 
has been stopped may prove to be 
premature. It is obvious that as 
long as General MacArthur's 
forces hold sway in northern Aus- 
tralia, the whole Japanese position 
in the Indies is menaced, and the 
longer MacArthur is able to build 
up his forces, the greater the men- 
ace will be. 

From Tokyo comes an announce- 
ment that Japanese operations 
against northwestern New Guinea 
aNd the adjacent Molucca Islands 
have beei concluded with complete 
occupation of all strategic points. 
Tokyo commentators said naval op- 
erations off New Guinea have en- 
tered their “real stage” and have 
exposed Northern Australia to

Only Montreal 
Ridings Ballot 
‘Yes’ In Quebec 


MONTREAL, Apri} 28.—(CP)— 
Quebec province returned a nega- 
tive civilian vote in yesterday's 
plebiscite, with the margin of 
“no's” stretching from one end of 
the province to the other and 
broken only by affirmative rid- 
ings on Montreal island. 

With a few scattered polls yet to 
be heard from, the vote was 934,909 
to 371,508 by individual ballots, and 
86-9 by constituencies. The affirma- 
tive answers made up slightly more 
than 28 per cent of the total. 

Even in Montreal constituencies, 
the total vote was slightly nega- 
tive, although nine of the 16 ridings 
showed affirmative results. Those 
nine’ were acques Cartier, com- 
prising the western suburban end 
of the island, the west end resi- 
dential districts of Verdun, Mount 
Royal, St, Antoine-Westmount and 
St, Lawrence-St. George, north end 
residential Outremont, the east- 
central ridings of Laurier and Car- 
tier, and the highly-industrialized 
riding of St. Ann, 


VOTING 18 HEAVY 

Elsewhere, the negative result was 
evident almost from the first poll 
except in the Ottawa Valley riding 
of Wright which showed a “Yes” 
margin during the early evening, 
only to swing to the “No” column 
when more complete results became 
available. . 

Voters cast their ballots in sub- 
stantially greater numbers than in 
the general elections of 1940. With 
325 of the province's 7,976 polls yet 
to report, the total vote stood at 
1,306,507 compared with the 1940 
total of 1,189,489. 

The voting was carried out 
without disturbances. After polls 
closed, a brief scuffle broke out 
between two groups of youths in 
One Montreal district, and police 
broke up another brief demonstra- 
tion in another section, with one 
arrest in each case, but the day 
generally was regarded as the 
quietest voting day in the history 
of the Montreal district, 

The same was true of other sect- 
ions of the province. At Thetford 
mines an effigy of Joseph Lafon- 
taine, Liberal member of parliament 
for Megantic-Frontenac was burn- 
ed in front of his house, but the 
crowd thta watched was orderly. 
Mr. Lafontaine campaigned for a 
“Yes” vote ‘in a riding that went

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Hitler Fears 
Army Revolt, 
Says Diplomat 


WASHINGTON, April 2%, 
(AP)—Joseph E. Davies, former 
United States ambassador to Rus- 
sia and Belgium, Monday night 
advanced the theory that Hitler 
is fearful of a revolt within the 
German army itself. 


He made this statement on the 
basis of the German dictator's Sun- 
day address to the Reichstag, and 
his request for and assumption of 
new powers over the life and death 
of anyone in Germany, inclading 
those in the army. ; 

“Hitler asked for power to ter- 
rorize and punish some people 
whom he is afraid of,” Davies said. 
“Whom is he afraid of?” 

He went on to say that Hitler al- 
ready had extreme power over the 
German civil populace. 

“The only danger of revolt is in 
the army,” Davies continued. “If 
the army or its officers revolt, he's 
in danger. The only power he’s 
afraid of is the power of the Ger- 
man generals.” 

Five German generals had been 
sent back from the Russian front, 
he added. Two of, them died, re- 
portedly shot. There have been 
other indications of army disagree- 
ment with Hitler's military poli- 
cies, and the army itself, or a 
strong group of its officers, may be 
seeking to oust Hitler and take over 
the war themselves.

Premier Sees 
Way Clear For 
All-Out Effort 


Now that the people have given 
the Dominion government the 
answer it sought, they will ex- 
pect that nothing will be left un- 
done by Canada in the drive for 
victory, Premier William Aber- 
hart declared Tuesday when com- 
menting on the results of Mon- 
day's manpower plebiscite, 

The Alberta government will 
continue to stand ready to co-oper- 
ate with the Dominion and assist in 
every way possible in wining the 
war, the premier said. 

His statement follows in full: 

My attitude in regard to the 
plebiscite question, as I stated be- 
fore, is that this was a federal pro- 
cedure, and as such, provincial af- 
fairs should not be brought into it. 
That still is my attitude. No doubt 
J. H. Blackmore, house leader of the 
Social Credit-New Democracy 
party, will make a statement on 
behalf of this group. 


ALL OUT EFFORT 


From the outset the Social Credit- 
New Democracy party has advocat- 
ed an all-out war effort and we hold 
firmly to the belief that nothing 
should be allowed to impede the 
forces that will bring us victory. 

The Prime Minister has been 
given an affirmative majority that 
releases the Dominion government 
from any obligations it felt were 
handicapping or were likely to hin- 
der its prosecution of the war. Now 
that the people have given the ans- 
wer the government sought, natural- 
ly they will expect that nothing will 
be left undone so far as Canada is 
concerned to insure a speedy and 
triumphant conclusion of this war 
in favor of Great Britain and her 
allies, 

The Alberta government will con- 
tinue to stand ready to co-operate 
with the Dominion and assist in 
every way possible in winning the 
war. 

He was ‘100 per cent. behind the 
Statement issued by Premier Aber- 
hart” on the result of the manpow- 
er plebiscite, Hon. Licien May- 
nard, minister of municipal affairs, 
said Tuesday when commenting on 
Monday's vote.

3, who has never had a spasm, de- 
veldped one and hed three in 24 
hours, 
| “He had a red throat. He had lots 
of candy and some wieners the day 
before. But he had eaten these pre- 
viously and they did not make him 
sick.” 
“Please tell me how to prevent 
Spasms? What shall I do about the 
fever? Tell me what foods he should | 
and shouldn't eat.” 

Convulsions result when a child 
has an unstable nervous system 
causes, primarily, from lack of the 
right diet and failure to give enough 
vitamin D so that the minerals in 
the diet are desposited in the ner- 
vous system to nourish it. Any 


throw such a child into a convul- 
sion, The prevention is correction of 
the dict, addition of vitamin D—and 
sunlight on the body throughout the 
warm season—all of which should 
prevent any recurrence of the dif- 
ficulty. The doctor will give you} 
medicines to control the fever or 
you can use a cool sponge bath and 
a cool enema to bring it down to a! 
safe point. | 

Candy in large quantities is both 
unnecessary and destroys appetite. 
All highly-spiced foods are inad-| 
visable for children. I hope the leaf- 
lets offered at the end of the article 
will help you still more. 

Mrs, K.P.S.—Your request for me/ 
to explain how an enema ig given 
to children fits right into the prob- 
lem above. The details are for both 
of you. 

Do not give enemas without ask- 
ing the doctor. They might be in- 
advisable. To give one correctly 
choose a rubber rectal point that is 
Suitable to the child’s size. Fill the 
rubber enema-bag half full of; 
tather hot water, testing it on the} 
inside of the arm as for .a baby's 


bath. An enema can have either 
salt or soap added to it, dependent 
on what it is being used to help, 
constipation (soap) infections (salt). 

Hang the bag on a low nail and 
allow the child to lie on the floor 
in the bathroom, turned on the left 
side, Grease the rectal point gener- 
ously, unclamp the tube for a 
Moment and let some of the water 
Tun out, then clamp it shut and in- 
sert the point carefully. Unclamp 
the tube and let it run slowly until 
the child shows evidence of cramp- 
ing. Shut off the tube and wait 
until this is past and then release 
it again. Use as much water as can 
be held.

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Dr. D. Turville 
CFU. W. Head 
Visitor Here 


DMONTON members of the 
University Women's Club are 
loday entertaining at the tea hour, 
in the Macdonald hotel, in compli- 
ment to Dr. Dorothy Turville, of 
London, Ontario, president of the 
Canadian Federation of University 
Women. 

Dr. Turville brings to the Ed- 
monton University women, mes- 
sages from sister groups not only 
all over Canada, but in many other 
countries, where intellectual in- 
terests still survive. 

In her address to the Edmonton 
group, she stressed the importance 
Of keeping the federation alive and 
active despite the war. She empha- 
sized the crying need for such an 
organization during trying war 
times, 

Dr. Turville also brought news of 
the International] Association, 
which prior to the outbreak of war 
included 35 organizations, with 
their international president, Mrs. 
Adanowicz, living in Poland. Al- 
though no news has been forth- 
coming for some time from Mrs. 


*"Adanowicz, a few reports have fil- 


tered out from women in other 
German subjugated countries. 
These have mostly been received 
through refugee university women 
who have managed to escape to al- 
lied countries. 


3,000 IN CANADA 

In Canada, the approximate mem- 
bership of the CF.U.W. is 3,000, 
with individual clubs stretching 
from Halifax to Vancouver. War 
work is done in these individual 
clubs through the Federation. 

Recently, the Canadian Federa- 
tion wrote to the British Federa- 
tion, asking in what way they 
could best aid them in their effort. 
In reply, the British president, sent 
to each Canadian club, the name of 
a university refugee woman, giving 
particulars about her height, weight, 
size and coloring, and the club set 
to work to send personalized 
clothes and other comforts. 

Most important work of the Can- 
adian Federation at present, is the 
awarding of scholarships jn the 
various universities. 

Dr. Turville has held the post of 
president of the Federation since 
1940, prior to that time, she held the 
position of membership secretary. 


U. OF W. O. 
Dr. Turville is a graduate of the 
University of Western Ontario, 


where she now fills the role of 
Dean of Women, a position she has 
held for the last eight years, od 
has been Professor of Romatice 
Languages in the same university 
for the past 18 years. 

She received her M.A. and Ph. D. 
from Columbia University in New 
York, and has done extensive study 
in Europe. She attended three in- 
ternational conferences. 

Dr. Turville was also guest of the 
executive of the University Wom- 
en’s Club at a luncheou at noon. 
She was introduced at the tea by 
Mrs. H. C. Newland, president of 
the Edmonton branch. 

While in the city, she is a guest 
at the Macdonald hotel.

Sponsors War 
Discussion 


Comparing the European coun- 
tries to a large quarelling family, 
of which Britain through her 
achievements over the past thous- 
and years has established herself as 


the big brother of whose progress 
and achievements the younger 
brothers are jealous, Dr. Donalda 
J. Dickie, addressed the League of 
Nations Committee of the Local 
Council of Women at one of their 
discussions in the Y.W.C.A. on Mon- 
day evening. 

Dr. Dickie mentioned the aloof 
manner of the British, and laid that 
mannerism to the fact that they as 
a people were deeply satisfied with 
their way of life, of the “cosiness” 
of their island, and the progress 
they had been making. For this 
reason, the rest of Europe, not ex- 
cluding France, experience a social 
jealousy in regard to Britain and 
latterly of America also. 

Germany, in particular, cannot 
comprehend why, as the superior 
race they deem themselves to be, 
they have not found the peace, and 


unity with which Britain has been 
blessed. 

Ever since the time of Karl Marx, 
the peoples of Europe grasped out 
for socialism, thinking that it 
would bring about the unity of 
classes that is required. 

At the time of the last war, when 
socialism failed, and nation fought 
nation instead of class fighting class, 
the totalitarian countries were 
forced to accept nationalism as 
being stronger than socialism, They 
tried nationalism and democracy | 
for a short while, but could never | 
understand its workings. 

Chaos followed. 

In Germany now, the individual 
is nothing, the state is all. “Never 
before has a revolution been born 
as is in progress today, without 
some foreplan of what new order 
will take over,” Dr- Dickte con- 
cluded. 


DISCUSSION 

Topic of discussion for the even- 
ing, was “The Axis Looks At The 
Atlantic Charter”. With attempted 
impartiality, three members of the 
group, Mrs. Marion Conroy, Mrs. 
W. McConkey and Mrs. Sanford 
took the stands of the three large | 
axis powers, Germany, Japan and 
Italy. They reviewed the past his- 
tory of the countries they repre- 
sented, and voiced the malcontent 
and abuses they felt towards Brit- 
ain. Undermining the whole com- 
plaint, was a stubborn pride“in each 
country and the old feeling of 
jealousy of the “older brother.” 

Gathering around the peace table 
at the end of this war, each country 
viewed the terms laid down to them 
in the Atlantic charter drawn up by 
President Roosevelt and Hon. Mr. 
Churchill. Going over each of the 
points, the main complaint seen, 
was the doubt of the allied sincer- 
ity. Each country came to the con- 
clusion that the Berlin agreement 
offered more to their gain than the 
Atlantic Charter. 

This meeting was the final oNe of 
the season, to be ves od byte the group. 


London Needs Home imeiteine 


More Women 
War Workers 


LONDON, April 28. —(CP)-—More | 
than 10,000 London housewives now | 
are doing part-time war work but, 
say authorities, many more are 
wanted and this work does not 
mean only operating a machine in 

a factory. 

Part-time workers are engaged 
on oil processing, biscuit-making, 
wood salvage, tailoring, milk-bot- 
tling, coin-pressing and gate- -keep- 
ing. There are even part time pri- 
gon officers. Light machines and 
assembly work, food production 
and packing, weaving military 
equipment and making uniforms are 
other: jobs at which women now 
are devoting part of their time. 

Sales women in stores often give 
a few hours to war work in the 
afternoon and evenings and high 
school girls are doing Saturday 
afternoon work in shops. Office 
girls also have volunteered to work 
in groups until midnight. “There is 
a job for every London woman who 
wants one,” say authorities, 

One of the greatest obstacles to 
the employment of part-time work- 
ers, the need for paying unemploy- 
ment insurance contributions, has 
been removed and part-time work- 
ers will get what they earn. As an 
aid to enlisting more women for 
part-time employment London now 
has nearly 50 day nurseries, with 
22 more already approved and 87 
additional planned. In these nurs- 
eries women can leave their chil- 
dren while they go to work and 
the children play with toys or re- 
ceive lessons in handicrafts accord- 
ing to their age.

Of bright cotton fabrics, this 
braided rug gives a homelike charm

A pretty 
combination—and the right amount 
for a cozy 24-by-36-inch size—would 
be 4 yards dark blue fabric, 3 yards 
figured, 2 yards white. 

Now all you have to do igs tear 
your fabric into strips, about 3 
inches wide by 1% yards long, and 
start braiding them! But first turn 
in % inch on each side of each strip, 
press down, and fold through the 
middle. Then as you braid, fold 
again. . 

Its a good idea to make your 
very first strips of uneven length, 
so the joinings won't occur at the 
same places. When you add new 
Strips, cut the ends diagonally and 
sew together. 

As soon ag the braid is all pre- 
pared, measure off 12 inches on the 
blue, turn, and sew with heavy 
thread.

(AP)—The- Duchess of Windsor is 
one of the busiest persons in this 
little British colony, and therein 
lies the reason why she and her 
Royal husband have «become suc- 
cessful and popular during less 
than two years’ occupancy of Gov- 
ernment House. 

Without fanfare, the duchess has 
made for herself a place in the 
community life of this colonial 
capital of 25,000 inhabitants. 

Today, .after 20 months’ activity 
as wife of the governor, the duch- 
ess is the acknowledged leader of 
almost every civic and welfare or- 
ganization on the island, and her 
kindly influence reaches down into 
the lives of even the most lowly 
subjects of the crown.

“I have bombed German com- 
munications and troops and I have 
been attacked in daylight by Nazi | 
fighters, but came through safely, | 
escorted by Soviet fighters,” Valen.

told British newspapermen in an 
interview. 

“J am a squadron leader, and I 
like heavy bombers—the heavier 
the type and the greater the range. 

I should like 
to fly one of your big four-engined 
bombers.” 

Valentina told how Soviet women 
fliers are playing a steadily in- 
creasing part in the air war. Scores 
of women are engaged in bomber 
operations—one 45-year-old woman 
is a navigator—and many more are 
fighter pilots.

Many people are endeavor- 
ing to learn how these good results 
are brought about. It is my pur- 
pose to answer some of the ques- 
tions you may be asking as to how 
to apply this Science to your own 
individual needs, 7 
Jesus’ Application Of Truth 


Christ Jesus made clear the basis 
of the application of Truth to the 
needs of humanity, when, in his 
Sermon on the Mount, he said, “Be 
ye therefore perfect, even as your 
Father which is in heaven is per- 
fect.’ He set forth the grand results 
of thig correct application when, at 
the end of this discourse, he said, 
“Therefore whosoever heareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them, I 
will liken him unto a wise man, 
which built his house upon a rock: 
and the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, 
and beat upon that house; and it fell 
not: for it was founded upon a rock.” 
That rock is Christ, Truth, That is 
the rock on which the teaching of 
Christian Science js built. That is 
the foundation of its practice, the 
basis of its practical application to 
your needs and to mine. 

According to the account in Mat- 
thew, about the time when Jesus de- 
livered his Sermon on the Mount, he 
went into the home of Peter, one of 
his disciples. Here we may gain an 
interesting sidelight into the help- 
fulness of Jesus in the homes which 
he visited. He found that the mother 
of Peter's wife was suffering from a 
fever. Our Master, with his clear 
sense of the truth of being, his 
recognition of perfect God and per- 
fect man, perfect Father and perfect 
child, healed her of the fever in- 
stantly. “He touched her hand, and 
the fever left her: and she arose, and 
ministered unto them,” While she 
was ill, others ministered to her. As 
Soon ag she recovered, she minister- 
ed to them. This is always the ef- 
fect of healing in Christian Science, 
It awakens the unselfed desire to 
help others as one has been helped, 
and it imparts the ability to do so. 

In the Christian Science textbook, 
“Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures,” Mary Baker Eddy, the 
Discoverer and Founder of Christian 
Science, explains the basis on which 
Christ Jesus healed the sick, in these 
words on page 476: “Jesus beheld in 
Science the perfect man, who ap- 
peared to him where sinning mortal 
man appears to mortals. In this per- 
fect man the Saviour saw God's own 
likeness, and this correct view of 
man healed the sick.’ Where mor- 
tals saw a sick, singing, dying mor- 
tal, Jesus saw God’s perfect image, 
healthy, happy, holy, and well, ex- 
pressing the activity and abundance 
of Life and Love. It is our privilege 
and necessity to replace the false 
sense of ourselves and of others with 
the true and perfect sense. Our 
Master said, “Be ye therefore per- 
fect,” because he understood that 
man as God's idea already is per- 
fect 

Peter had witnessed many such 
healings. He had listened to the 
teaching of the Master as they sat 
on the hillside in the golden Pales- 
tinjan sunshine, as they walked 
through the cornfields, as they 
sailed the Sea of Galilee in tiny 
fishing boats. As a result of this 
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teaching, he! also had learned to 
apply this practical truth taught by 
the Master this truth about perfect 
God and perfect man. So in after 
years he wag able to testify cou- 
rageously to the power of the Christ. 
In explaining to a Roman centurion, 
named Cornelius, the operation of 
the Christ-power, he said, “God 
anointed Jesus of Nazareth with the 
Holy Ghost and with power: who 
went about doifig good, and healing 
all that were oppressed of the devil; 
for God was with him.” 

This statement points to the prac- 
ticality of Jesus’ mission. It indi- 
cates the source of his power—“God 
was with him.” Omnipotent good 
was with him. Therefore impotent 
evil vanished from his presence. The 
nature of disease is also clearly 
shown here, in these words, “healing 
all that were oppressed of the 
devil,” seemingly oppressed by evil. 
The sufferers were healed as a re- 
sult of the Master's perception of 
the presence and supremacy of good, 
Thus it is plain that disease is never 
true, because it contradicts the truth 
of being, the fact that man is made 
in the image and likeness of God. 
For the same reason discord of any 
kind is never true. Man, as God's 
image, is always healthy and har- 
monious, and disease never belongs 
to him. 

Christ Jesus obviously understood 
that God is perfect Love, and he 
himself perfectly reflected Love, as 
proved by his ministrations, Mrs. 
Eddy presents a helpful point in the 
application of the truth to the heal- 
ing of disease, when she writes in 
Science and Health (p. 412), “The 
great fact that God lovingly governs 
all, never'punishing aught but sin, 
is your standpoint, from which to 
advance and destroy the human fear 
of sickness.” This precious sense of 
God’s loving control over His own 
creation is important in Christian 
Science healing. I have seen many 
cases of fever quickly healed in this 
way, by the realization of the fact 
that divine Love governs all. This 
realization brings peace to the 
troubled heart, It silences and dis- 
pels the clamor of the physical 
senses, all surging fears, confusion, 
doubt, and darkness. Christian Sci- 
ence, as Jesus also proved, is doing 
much more than. healing individual 
cases of fever. It is healing seem- 
ingly hopeless organic as wel] as 
functional disease. It is stilling the 
feverish turmoil of the human mind, 
which seems to be harassed about so 
many things today. Those who have 
enjoyed the healing power of the 
Christ know its efficacy. All may 
prove it for themselves. 

Those of you who are in need of 
healing can accept and apply in 
your own experience the sacred 
truths used by our Magter and by 
his disciples, and today revealed in 
Christian Science. God governs His 
creation with unerring wisdom and 
love. He has already given to you, 
as His perfect child, health, happi- 
ness, wisdom. joy, strength, and 
abundant supply. All these blessings 
are as truly yours as are the genial 
sunshine and the fresh air, This 
wisdom discerned makes clear the 
proper step needed in solving every 
human problem, in meeting rightly 
every situation in life, however dif- 
ficult or trying it may seem to be. 
You have never been, never aan be 
separated from your Father-Mother 
God, divine Principle, Love. As you 
recognize that Spirit fills all space, 
and that you are, in reality, spirit- 
ual, inseparable from Spirit, you are 
gaining the understanding which 
will free you from any sense of lack, 
and open up to you unlimited possi- 
bilities. The tender presence of the 
Christ will comfort you in any sor- 
row, support you in every trial, 
make you victorious—over self—in 
every seeming conflict. ‘ 

Let us consider further. how 
Christ Jesus applied the truth to the 
healing of the sick. A man came to 
him complaining that he could not 
see. When the blind man was heal- 
ed, he went away saying, in effect, 
“I can see.” Mrs. Eddy, in telling of 
this healing, writes in her book, 
“Miscellaneous Writings” (p, 258): 
“When, through Mind, he (Jesus) 
restored sight to the blind, he figur- 
atively and literally spat upon miat- 
ter; and, anointing the wounded 
spirit with the great truth that God 
is All, he demonstrated the healing 
power and supremacy of the law of 
Life and Love.” The application of 
the great fact of God's allness heal- 
ed the man. 

From Jesus’ own words we may 
learn further how he applied his 
understanding of the truth of be- 
ing. He said, “My meat is to do the 
will of him that sent me, and to 
finish his work.” In this simple 
statement lies the key to the 
Master’s application of this demon- 
strable Science of being. He obeyed 
the divine will, not the will of the 
so-called carnal mind. Our Master 
understood that God is perfect and 
that man, His creation, is perfect, 
\like Himself. On this basis, he 
taught us to turn away always from 
the imperfections of mortal, mat- 
erial, personal sense to the glori- 
ous perfections of immortal spiritual 
sense, the eternal state of man gov- 
erned by divine Principle 
Demonstration of God's Presence 

The prophet Isaiah, in foretelling 
the coming of the Christ, said, they 
“shall call his name Immanuel;” and 
Matthew, in repeating the prophet’s 
words, adds, “which being inter- 
preted is, God with us.” In other 
words, the helpful, loving ministry 
of our great Master, exemplifying 
| the Christ, was evidence that God is 
| here, dispelling evil and showing 
forth only good, Mrs. Eddy has 


34), “If Christ, Truth, has come to 
Us in demonstration, no other com- 
memoration is requisite, for demon- 
stration is Immanuel, or God with 
us; and if a*friend be with us, why 
need we memorials of that friend?” 

In the Gulf of St. Lawrence, on 
the Gaspe Peninsula, there stands a 
cape which in earlier days was 
known as Cap Desespoir—Cape De- 
spair. Today, as for many decades 
past, it has an effective lighthouse, 
whose kindly light gleams across the 
water for many miles, Now it is 
known as Cap d’Espoir—the Cape of 
Hope. Many people have at some 
time come to the place where they 
have almost despaired of finding the 
solution of life’s problems, In their 
extremity they have been led to in- 
vestigate Christian Science. With 
the coming of the light of Truth, 
this proves to be the turniag point 
in their lives, Their “point of. de- 
spair” becomes their “point of hope.” 
The despair of recovery—hopeless- 
ness as to being able to meet life's 
difficulties—gives place to confid- 
ence in the fact that divine Love 
solves every problem, heals every 
ill, They awaken to the fact that 
God is with them. This is their 
demonstration, their proof of Im- 
manuel, 

Christian Science enables us to 
see that we are living in God, living 
in good, and not in matter. There- 
fore there is nothing in God's uni- 
verse of which man need be afraid. 
Plainly, no one could be afraid of 
unlimited good. No one could be 
terrified over the fact that man is 
the image and likeness of the in- 
finitely good creator. In fact, the 
realization of the truth that God, 
good, is All, and man is His likeness, 
is the certain remedy for fear. Even 
physicians, working frorh a material 
standpoint, recognize that fear has 
much to do with disease. Christian 
Science makes this still clearey. By 
the continual contemplation of the 
truths taught in Christian Science, 
the student finds that fears which 
formerly bovnd him disappear, and 
he becomes more fully aware of the 
presence of divine Love, which casts 
out fear, Some people seem to be 
afraid in the dark, while they are 
less afraid in daylight. Fear is al- 
ways an evidence that one's thought 
is more or less darkened. It is man’s 
privilege to abide in the light of 
Truth, in the sunshine of Love. This 
ability is acquired by entertaining 
thoughts of Truth and Love, 

Man, made in God's likeness, is 
ever aware of the presence of spirit- 
ual light, of good, power, purity, 
justice, order, health, and harmony. 
In this consciousness of Truth there 
is no error, With this abiding sense 
of Love there is no hatred, malice, 
envy, fear, anger, jealousy, or Te- 
venge. In this constant awareness 
of purity and power there is no 
weakness, no sensuality. In the light 
of good, expressed in justice, order, 
health, and harmony, there is no 
darkness, no disease, no disorder, no 
injustice, no evil of any kind. Man 
in God's likeness is never conscious 
of the seeming opposites of the radi- 
ant realities of being. 

Christian Science Healing 

A business man, while living at 
his summer home, was stricken with 
a serious intestinal disease. He was 
rushed back to his home city, being 
taken on a stretcher from the rail- 
way station to the hospital. Here an 
emergency operation was performed 
on him. Some months later he un- 
derwent a ‘second operation, and 
still Jater a third. After all of these 
operations he was no better, but 
much worse, He then went to well- 
known surgeons, who informed him 
that if he would put himself in their 
hands, and undergo another major 
operation, this difficulty might 
overcome, but they held out no hope 
that it would bring the desired re- 
sult, They also informed him that 


he was a victim of tuberculosis and 
advised him to go to a warm clim- 
ate, and put his affairs in good 
shape. This verdict plunged him 
into a state of hopeless despond- 
ency: 

He did not consent to undergo 
this operation, but in his extremity, 
at the advice of a friend, he called 
on a Christian Science practitioner. 
He had no hope that Christian Sci- 
ence could help him. He believed it 
was now too late. During his talk 
with the practitioner, it seemed to 
him that a great weight like thou- 
sands of pounds was lifted off his 
shoulders. Up to that time he had 
been unable to walk the length of a 
city block without great pain. When 
he left the practitioner's home he 
seemed to be walking on air, He 
forgot about the tramcar he had 
meant to take, and Walked back to 
his hotel, a distance of about two 
miles. Af'er a good night's sleep, 
the best he had had for months, he 
felt that after all he was not bound 
hand and foot, and that he just need- 
ed to become better acquainted with 
his true birthright, his perfect spir- 
itual selfhood, in order to find com- 
plete freedom, His “point “of 
despair’ had been changed to a 
“point of hope.” Next morning he 
went to a Christian Science Read- 
ing Room and bought a copy of the 
Christian Science textbook, “Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures", by Mary Baker Eddy, and 
a copy of the Bible. He then left 
for the west coast, and while there 
he spent some time reading Science 
and Health, During a sudden at- 
tack, he bought some compounds 
and appliances fiwm a chemist’s 
shop, intending to use them on his 
return to his temporary home. The 
package which he bought was lying 
on offe side of his dresser, and 
Science and Health on the other, 
He picked up the package, and was 
about to break. it open, when it 
seemed that a voice, speaking to his 


consciousness, said, “Wait”, Then he 
recalled how a little reading of Sci- 
ence and Health had helped him, 
and he concluded that if he settled 
down to a consecrated study of the 
truth it contained he would find 
complete freedom from his physical 
difficulties. He did so, and perse- 
vered in his study, At once he found 
relief from pain, and immediately 
the wounds began to heal. He re- 
turned home a few weeks later coms 
pletely healed, At the same time he 


years later, when medically ex- 
amined for life insurance, he was 
found to be so well that a policy for 
a very substantial sum was issued to 
him, Today he is in excellent health, 
actively engaged as senior partner 
in a business with ‘far-reaching 
scope. He became a member of a 
branch church, and of The Mother 
Church, and has takenactive part in 
the work of his church. 

In considering how to apply Chris- 
tian Science to one’s individual 
needs, one important point should 
be noted, In order to apply Chris- 
tian Science consistently, correctly, 
and continuously, one needs to be in 
sympathy with the Christian Sci- 
ence organization. By this I do not 
mean that in order to be healed you 
must join the Christian Science 
church, One may be healed instan- 
taneously even before he gains an 
understanding of Christian Science. 
But this fact is plain: those who go 
forward and prove progressively the 
possibilities of Christian Science for 
Mood in ‘their lives, naturally con- 
form to its requirements, This brings 
them into harmony with the edu- 
cational and religious system of 
Christian Science. This fact is evi- 
denced eventually by their member- 
ship in The Mother Church and in 
a branch church, and their active 
participation in these activities, 

Jesus preached or revealed Christ, 
Truth, in his Sermon on the Mount, 
to which reference has been made; 
and the Christ, Truth, is being re- 
vealed today through the Christian 
Science Quarterly Bible Lessons. 
Anyone who faithfully studies these 
Lessons daily cannot fail to make 
progress in all those things which 
mean most in life. The Christian 
Science Lesson-Sermon preaches an 
effective sermon without sermoniz- 
ing. It presents a wholesome stan- 
dard of morals without moralizing. 
It affords a righteous basis for hu- 
man living without self-righteous- 
ness. It imparts true goodness, free 
from sanctimoniousness. In short, it 
upholds the original,ggeruine, per- 
fect standard of the Christ. 

There are people who recognize 
and appreciate the fruits of Chris- 
tian Science, who are not yet willing 
to agree with this teaching. The 
fact is that Christian Science and 
its fruits are inseparable, and to 
acknowledge its fruits is to admit its 
efficacy. To illustrate: you go up to 
an apple tree, laden with delicious 
apples, and you pluck as many as 
you wish and enjoy them. But sup- 
pose you were to say, I enjoy these 
delicious apples, but as for the tree 
on which they grow, I have no use 
for it, How could you enjoy the 
fruit if you removed the tree? How 
could you appreciate the fruits of 
Christian Sevience while trying to 
keep this teaching out of your reck- 
oning? ‘The fruits which you ap- 
preciate are the outcome of the 
soundness of Christian Science 
teaching, and it is natural that you 
should love this teaching as much 
as you now appreciate its fruits, 

Spiritual Sense Needed 

It will be readily admitted that 
the teachings of the schools deal 
mainly with those things which are 
cognized by the five physical senses 


—touch, taste, hearing, sight, and 
smell. All the research in natural 
science is in the realm of these 


physical senses. There is among 
thinking people, however, a growing 
recognition that something else, 
somethifg higher, is needed—some- 
thing that is not perceived by these 
five physical senses, but is cognized 
by spiritual serise, Is it not true 
that we all need something which 
will give us higher thoughts? May 
not this be what the prophet meant 
when he represented God as saying, 
“My thoughts are not your thoughts, 
neither are your ways my ways’? 
Do not we need a spiritual animus? 
The Bible records that Elihu said to 
Job and his three friends: “There is 
a spirit in man: and the inspiration 
of the Almighty giveth them under- 
standing.” God is Spirit, and man 
reflects Spirit, and it is through in- 
spiration from Spirit that we under- 
stand life aright, and discern the 
present perfection of God and man. 
It is through this inspiration that 
we gain the desire for this under- 
standing. Christian Science meets a 
vital human need by appealing to 
man’s spiritual] sense. This does not 
prevent us from giving practical at- 
tention to our human affairs. On 
the contrary, it enables us to fulfill 
our obligations better. 

Since the understanding of Chris- 
tian Science can be applied to every 
human situation, it is a glorious 
work to discover the specific uppli- 
cation of Truth to the various needs 
of the human family. Experience in 
Christian Science leads one to the 
inescapable conclusion that the solu- 
tion of every human problem is af- 
forded in the pages of Science and 
Health, That js a large claim. Never- 
theless it is true. The spiritual truth 
expressed therein is sufficient, when 
rightly applied, to meet every need, 
In this textbook, Mrs. Eddy gives 
specific instruction as to the applic- 
ation of spiritual truth to heal 
physical disease and other phases 
of inharmony, We 4re wise to use 
her teaching as she gives it, The 
student finds the use of the Con- 
cordance to Science and Health and 
the Concordance to her other writ- 
ing. helpful in applying the specific 
facts of Truth to his own specific 
requirements. In the latest editions 
of Science and Health there is pub- 
lished at the end a comprehensive 
list of margina] headings. ‘The use 
of these also is an aid to finding the 
desired topic in our textbook, 

Mrs. Eddy gained her spiritual en- 
lightenment from the Bible, She 
learned, and proved scientifically, 
that the truths set forth in this 
sacred volume can be applied defi- 
nitely to the healing of disease. Her 


writings abound in clear explana- 
tions of Scripture. These help the 
student to make practical use of the 
precious truths which the Bible con- 
tains, 

Sometimes we find a ‘child or 
young person who has difficulty 
with some particular line of study. 
He may be good at composition, ex- 
cel in languages and in music, but 
seem to be very deficient in math- 


ematics, The proper application of;) validism. 
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perfect faculties. Knowing that 
God's man reflects the one unerring 
and perfect Mind, one is led to do 
rightly all that one has to do. This 
spiritual method, properly applied, 
is infinitely superior to the methods 
devised by the human mind to make 
up for its defects. 

Many people engaged in athletics, 
who have suffered from strains and 
dislocations, have been helped 
through the application of Christian 
Science. Whereas, before learning 
of this teaching, they had taken 
weeks to recover while using mat- 
erial so-called remedies, they have 
been very quickly, ofttimes instan- 
taneously, healed by Christian Sci- 
ence, Not the application of oil, or 
ointments, or liniments to one’s 
body, but the application of spir- 
itual truth to one’s thinking, brings 
true and permanent healing, and 
freedom from pain and disease, 

What has been said here ,about 
how to apply Christian Science is 
not meant to be exclusive. It is not 
intended as a final word on the sub- 
ject, It has been given simply to 
illustrate how this truth has been 
applied. The possibilities of applica- 
tion are unlimited. Each individual 
who studies Science and Health 
finds applications suited to his own 
individual need. Hence the wisdom 
of turning to the Bible and Science 
and Health for the light and help 
that are needed. 

Evil Exposed as a Lie 

We recall that Peter, when speak- 
ing of the curative work of Christ 
Jesus, said that he healed “all that 
were oppressed of the devil.” If you 
wish to learn the nat@re of this 
“devil”, that seems to oppress hu- 
manity, you cannot do better than 
read what Mrs, Eddy has written on 
this subject on page 584 of Science 
and Health, Here we find this il- 
luminating definition: “Devil. Evil; 
a lie; error; neither corporeality nor 
mind; the opposite of Truth; a be- 
lief in sin, sickness, and death; 
animal magnetism or hypnotism; 
the lust of the flesh, which saith: ‘I 
am life and intelligence in matter. 
There is more than one mind, for I 
am mind—g wicked mind, self-made 
or created by a tribal god and put 
into the opposite of mind, termed 
matter, thence to reproduce a mor- 
tal universe, including man, not af- 
ter the image and likeness of Spirit, 
but after its own image.’” 

How skillfully Mrs. Eddy has 
analyzed the nature of evil! By her 
definition of devil as animal mag- 
netism or hypnotism, she put her 
finger directly on the solution of 
the problem of evil, as no one else 
has done since the days of Jesus ot 
Nazareth. Our Master, when seck- 
ing to open Peter's eyes to the na- 
ture of evil, said to him: “Simon, 
Simon, behold, Satan hath desired to 
have you, that he may sift you as 
wheat: but I have prayed for thee, 
that thy faith fail not: and when 
thou art converted, strengthen thy 
brethren.” 

- It is worth noting that, as modern 
translators make clear, our Master 
used the plural pronoun “you” when 
he said, “Satan hath desired to have 
you.” Thus he indicated that Peter 
was not the only one who was being 
tested, ‘The disciples of Jesus were 
not the only ones who were being 
put to the test, Humanity itself was 
being tested at that crucial hour, 
just as it is being tested today. We 
note that the Master then spoke 
more definitely to Peter himself, 
using the singular pronoun, “I have 
prayed for thee.” The efficacy of the 
Master's prayer is self-evident, His- 
tory attests it. Although Peter de- 
nied his Master at’ the critical mo- 
ment, when he should have afford- 
ed his unwavering support, he 
learned his lesson. He awoke to the 
suppositional nature of evil, or ani- 
mal magnetism, in its efforts to ar- 
rest the healing work of Truth. 
Thereafter Peter stood firmly for 
the truth which he professed. He 
learned how to withstand the sug- 
gestions of animal magnetism or 
hypnotism; and from the depths of 
his own experience he counseled 
others to resist the devil “steadfast 
in the faith,” strong in the under- 
standing of the supremacy of divine 
Truth and Love. 

Mrs, Eddy’s Application of Truth 

Mrs, Eddy, in telling of the effect, 
upon her own consciousness, of 
Christ, Truth, writes in “Retrospec- 
tion and Introspection” (p, 31), “The 
first spontaneous motion of Truth 
and Love, acting through Christian 
Science on my roused consciousness, 
banished at once and forever the 
fundamental error of faith in things 
material; for this trust is the unseen 
sin, the unknown foe-—the heart's 
untamed desire which breaketh the 
divine commandments.” Mrs. Eddy 
was quickly healed by this divine 
power; and it may be said of her, as 
it was said of the mother of Peter's 
wife, “she arose, and ministered 
unto them.” From the time of her 
healing and throughout her long and 
useful career, Mrs, Eddy’s life. was 
one of loving ministration to the 
needs of humanity. Today it is free- 
ly acknowledged by increasing num- 
bers that it is right that Christians 
should heal the sick by means of 
their religion. It is because of Mrs. 
Eddy's ceaseless lifework that this 
admission is so, freely made. 

A newspaper man, 4 representa 
tive of the New York Herald, at 
one time called on Mrs. Eddy, An 
account of his interview was later 
published in that paper. In it he 
wrote (The First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, and Miscellany, pp. 345, 
346); “We talked on many subjects, 
some only of which are here touch- 
ed upon, and her views, strictly and 
always from the standpoint of 
Christian Science, were continually 
surprising. She talks as one who 
has lived with her subject for a life- 
time; and so far from being puzzled 
by any questicn, welcomes it as an- 
other opportunity for presenting an- 
Other view of her religion.”

Here was no merely abstract sense 
of Truth. It was what she herself 
has spoken of as “the living, pal- 
pitating presence of Christ, Truth, 
which healed the sick” (Science and 
Health, p. 351). She used the word 
of Truth effectually in her own 
healing work, In Science and Health 
she has made clear how to use the 
word of Truth, She has also taught 
what is necessary in Christian liv- 
ing, whereby the use of the word of 
Truth is vitalized. 


Demonstration Possible for All 


Christian Science kindles right de- 
sire, the longing for spiritual good. 
This right desire, this fervent 
prayer, steadfastly maintained, will 
glow into a fuller radiance, until the 
actual perfection of being—which is 
really always here—is seen to be the 
all and only. Depravity is as @ 
shadow that hides man’s true and 
spiritual selfhood, as a cloud seems 
to shut out the sunshine and the 
clear, blue sky. But “behind the 
clouds is the sun still shining.” The 
clear blue of the sky ig always there, 
and you see it when you rise above 
the cloud, or as the cloud is dis- 
pelled by the sunshine. Depraved 
beliefs and practices do not belong 
to man. They belong to depravity. 
Depravity is evil, devil, Man, in re- 
ality, is not “oppressed of the 
devil.” It is only depraved sense 
that it oppressed. The understand- 
ing of the Christ reveals man as 
perfect now. This understanding of 
man’s perfection as God's idea frees 
the individual from the depraved 
beliefg which have seemed to take 
possession of human consciousness. 

Oftentimes in the morning you 
have seen beautiful cloud effects, 
the rising sun tinting many a dark 
cloud with golden beauty, Thus it is, 
too, in one’s experience, as the sun 
of Truth arises with healing in its 
wings.

In ‘“Rudimental Divine Science” 
Mrs, Eddy outlines briefly the sim- 
ple fundamentals of her teaching. 
The question is asked in this book 
(p. 8), “How should I undertake to 
demonstrate Christian Science in 
healing the sick?” And Mrs. Eddy 
answers: “As I have given you only 
an epitome of the Principle, so I 
can give you here nothing but an 
outline of the practice. Be honest, 
be true to thyself, and true to 
others; then it follows thou wilt be 
strong in God, the eternal good. 
Heal through Truth and Love; there 
is no other healer.” One of the im- 
mediate effects of the study of 
Christian Science is that it impels 
us to be more honest with our- 
selves, Sometimes when we have 
an unpleasant experience we may 
be apt to blame someone else for 
it. However, in the light of 
Christian Science, we are led to cor- 
rect our own thinking first. Then 
we find that the results are har- 
monious. 

Work in Christian Science, where- 
by healing is accomplished, is not a 
labored*process of the human mind, 
It is the spontaneous, ceaseless ac- 
tivity of the divine Mind, expressed 
through enlightened thought, dili- 
gently applied. It is not the doctor- 
ing of a diseased physical body. It 
is an awakening to the reality of 
being, the clear recognition that 
man is God's likeness. This is true 
healing. It is not the forcing of 
conclusions by human will. It is 
the yielding of the human will to 
omnipotent harmony, established by 
the divine will, It is not making 
oneself or others perfect. It is the 
realization of the immutable fact 
that man in God's likeness already 
is perfect. It is not changing any- 
thing real, It is changing the false 
evidence which has seemed to hide 
that which is real. It cannot be 
reversed, delayed, impeded, nor in- 
terfered with by personal sense. It 
is the immutable decrée of divine 
Principle. It is, in fact, in accord- 
ance with the inspired saying of 
Scripture: “Whatsoever God doeth, 
it shall be for ever: nothing can 
be put to it, nor any thing taken 
from it: and God doeth it, that men 
should fear before him. That which 
hath been is now; and that which 
is to be hath already been; and 
God requireth that which is past.”

All that is good will 
come to you as you allow yourselves 
to be led lovingly by the hand of 
Truth in the way of wisdom, Thus 
you are finding what belongs to 
your true spiritual selfhood, and 
limitations fall away. This is the 
result of the practical application 
of Christian Science. This is your 
demonstration, your proof of Im- 
manuel. God is with you.

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Calgary Power 
Carried City 
For 24 Hours 


Tt was disclosed at city eouncht 
Monday night that the city was 
dependent on the Calgary Power 
Co. for power for & 24-hour 
period during which the two main 
boilers at the city’s power plant 
were out of commission. 

The disclosure came when Ald. 
James H. Ogilvie asked the city 
commissioners if a break-down 
had occurred at the plant early in 
April. 

Mayor John W. Fry, in the abe 
sence of Commissioner R. J. Gibb, 
at present in eastern Canada, stated 
that the fire brick arch in No, 2 
boiler had caved in and it was 
necessary to draw the fires to make 
repairs. While these repairs were 
being made the grates in No, 2 
boiler burnt out and had to be re- 
placed, 

The repairs took 24 hours to com- 
plete, during which period power 
was supplied by the Calgary Power 
Co, under the terms of the stand. 
by agreement. ° 


AH, VICTORY! 

At the conclusion of the Mayor's 
verbal report Ald. Guy Patterson 
interjected “a great victory for the 
Calgary Power.” 

Ald. James M.° Douglas shot 
back “it was a good thing we had 
the standby agreement with the 
company.” 

Ald. H. D. Ainlay asked if: the 
Edmonton service could not have 
been ¢arried on the old boilers. 
Mayor Fry said that most of these 
boilers were dismantled to permit 
the power plant extension to be 
proceeded with.

Superintendent R. G. Watson 
stated after the council meeting 
that extraordinary power demands 
for war industry had placed a con- 
siderable strain on the two main 
boilers.

Commissioner 
John Hodgson stated that the new 
boiler, recently installed, would ine

Ogilvie asked for a full’ report 
of the breakdown to be brotght to 
council for its next meeting.
